Continuation of 3. NOTE: The specification on page 13, lines 6-16 describes "a batch job is run at the back office end of the system to 
collect all new and updated documents stored in the back office database", thus, all new and updated documents stored in the back 
office databases do not mean these new and updated documents (which applicant's considered as messages) transfer information about 
the back office system. In addition, Applicant's pointed out in the specification, page 4, lines 10-16, which in the applicant's opinion, 
would support the cited limiatation "wherein the method is adapted to process the doucment messages in an appropriate time sequence 
even if the timestamp of the previously received document message is more recent than the timestamp of the new inbound message". 
The Examiner disagrees with that since the specification on page 4, lines 10-16 describes "the present invention uses a date and 
timestamp approach to synchronize the inbound message eliminating the consistency problems arising from inbound messages being 
processed out of their proper time sequence". No where in the specification support for the above limitations, therefore, the examiner's 
still maintained the 112 rejection. 

Also, applicant's arguments are substantially directed to the amended susbjec matter (i.e., for integrating the first back office system and 
the web-based application), which requires further search and/or consideration by the examiner . 
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
